times, but, like other fallacies, it 
dies hard. 
It is a survival 
from tho days 
whon lighting was tho most honor- 
able calling in 
life, when it was 
tho 
main 
business 
for noblomen 
and even Kings. 
That it should 
survive in our 
own 
peaceful and 
industrial ago, when the effort of 
civilized mankind 
is 
to prevent 
wais, whether public or privato, is 
ono of those anomalies 
which 
can 
only bo explained by tho fact that 
wo aro all of us, moro 
or less, 
in- 
consistent. 
Jf tho ability to fight is to bo tho 
test of tho ability to vote, then the 
ballot should 
bo 
given 
only to 
men 
within 
tho 
fighting 
age, 
namoiy irom la to 4U or 45 years. 
This would deprive ns of tho wise 
uuuuaiiia oi mo mon over 40 yeais 
oi age,

thoir lands from him and

turn laiscd a band of fighting men. 
In a woid, tho title to real estate 
was given to him who

in his own person, and in those 
of 
his followers.

days, women sometimes held lands

allowed 
to 
send 
sub 
stitutes.

now should attempt 
to say that women could not hold 
property becauso 
they

fight, nor bring a band of fighting
